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THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE TERRITORY or UTAR: 


GrxwTLEwEN:—[In presenting his annual statistical table, which 
accompanies this, the Superintendent regrets being unable to furnish 
8 more full and complete report. 

Territories cannot justly be compared with older settled States 
without making a liberal allowance for newly-formed and isolated set- 
tlements, which frequently find their educational interests surrounded, 
for a season, with insurmountable obstacles. The wise policy, how- 
ever, universally counseled, and generally adopted in this Indian 
country of building in forts and compact settlements, for mutual pro- 
tection, has favored school interests. 

While the Superintendent feels proud of his connection with a peo- 
ple whose innate sentiments are so favorable to the sustenance of 
schools, that under circumstances so adverse as the inhabitants of 
this Territory have been placed under, schools are kept open as 
many months in the year, on an average, as in many of the oldest 
Btates in the Union; he ia also alive to the fact that the principal 
county in the Tertitory—Great Salt Lake—has scarcely fifty per cent 
of the school population actually in attendance during the six months 
schools are kept open, and that the other counties have a less per 
centage of actual attendance. In view of this status the question 
arises, whether it would be advisable to give school districts the lib- 


erty to assess & tax which would be ample to educate the youth of 


the district. ۱ 

The Superintendent consulting public opinion, does not favor edu- 
cation by taxation, because, while the sentiments of the people arê so 
favorable to education, they are equally unfavorable to taxation. ~ Ia 
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conversing with many of our best citizens he has learned that the 
most deeply rooted feelings are entertained against high taxation. 
Many who, under present regulations, tax themselves from one to four 
per cent., and pay it willingly to the school teacher would feel very 
differently were the Territory to assume the assessment and collection 
of such a heavy tax, and while so many do this willingly the Terri- 
tory is relieved from the payment of assessors and collectors, and de- 
linquencies that under the best regulated systems are liable to 
occur. 

A people endowed with fortitude, industry and intelligence suffi- 
cient to reclaim the Great American Desert, and whose inbred edu- 
eational sentiments preponderate so highly that, independent of a 
single dollar or an acre of land from the Parent Government, in the 
short space of seventeen years, have inaugurated their present school 
system, can be trusted with safety, so far as the payment of 8ርከ00፻ 
teachers are concerned. Furthermore, the Superintendent, in view 
of the present provisions for building school-houses and furnishing the 
same, and the increasing statutory provisions for the establishment of 
a school fund, has no misgivings, but feels assured that our Territory 
in a few years will present school statistics that will compare favora- 
bly with the foremost States in the Union. 

One of the greatest obstructions to our educational interests has 
been a lack of uniformity of text books. On this subject the Super- 
intendent held a conference with the principal teachers in Great Salt 
Lake city, and agreed with them in recommending certain books. In 
accordance therewith he issued a circular to “Utah merchants and 
importers of school books," (8 copy of which is appended to this re- 

ort). | 
: n gratifying to find that the principal merchants in this city - 
have been governed in their purchases of school books by said circu- 
lar, and those who have not imported the Willson series of readers, as 
recommended, have confined themselves to M@Guffey’s, which leaves 
us only two series of text books offered for sale in the Territory. 

In relation to the establishment of text books for schools, and the 
general regulation pertaining to the time schools shall be kept open, 
and what holidays shall be observed, the Superintendent recommends 
that the Territorial and County Superintendents shall have the power 
to regulate the former, and the County Superintendents the latter, in 
their respective counties. 

To obtain correct statistics in this Territory requires the most un- 
flagging perseverance. Unless County Superintendents are deter- 
mined to overcome every difficulty, a full and reliable table of statis 


tics cannot be obtained. 
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The changing of County Superintendents is a serious impediment 
to the statistical department, and should be avoided unless in cases 
where circumstances justify a change. Rarely have new incumbents 


been able to become sufficiently acquainted with their districts and - 


duties for the first year to enable them to present ۵ correct report; 
not that there is anything approaching intrieacy in our school system; 
but the office generally devolves on persotis whose avocations in life 
are so onerous as to preclude the possibility of doing that justice to 
the appointment that they themselves often wish. 

Two hundred copies of the Superintendent's last report having jen 
published, he was enabled, through the courtesy of Hon. Amos Reed, 
Secretary of the Territory, to forward eopies to the Departments of 
Public Instruction in the loyal States. 

In return, there has been received from nearly all the States 6۰ 
ports from the respective Boards of Education and Commissioners of 
Public Instruction; also the school laws of Pennsylvania, Indiana 
and Wisconsin, and "the rules of the Board of Education of the city 
and county of San Francisco, California.w These are preserved in the 
Superintendent’s office as books of reference in educational matters. 

Last year $62.99 was appropriated for printing the usual forms for 
trustees and teachers, and the new form entitled, “School attendance 
sheet.” The former were printed and issued in due time for the past 
year, the latter, in consequence of the delay in procuring suitable pa- 
per, was not got out in season; the paper, however, is now in the 
hands of the bookbinder for ruling and will be attended to so as to be 
used for the year, 1865: a bill of particulars showing the amount ex- 
pended on appropriation is appended to this report. 

The law requires the Territorial Superintendent to furnish each 
County Superintendent with a record ruled and headed as per form 
for school trustees and teachers: this cannot be done until an appro- 
priation is made for tke purpose.

AN ACT 


Consolidating and amending the School Laws. 


Los 


Sec. 1 Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Utah: That where not already done, the County 
Courts in the Territory of Utah shall divide their respective counties 
into school districts and number the same, and shall notify theinhabi- 
tants, as soon as districts are formed, to meet within ten days, and 
choose three trustees, who shall appoint their own clerk, and they 
shall act one year, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

SEC. 2. Said trustees shall cause to be assessed and collected, د‎ 
tax upon all taxable property in said district, at such rates per cent 
as may be decided upon by a vote of a majority of votes cast by.the 
residents of said school district at a meeting called for that purpose, 
and in case of the neglect or refusal of any. person to pay the tax as- 
sessed upon being duly notified thereto, the trustees sháll have power 
to collect the same as the Territorial and County taxes are colleeted, - 
to dispose of any taxable property, and any conveyance made dpon 
sueh shall be valid. It shall be the duty of the County Court to ap- 
point, in their respéctive counties, a board of examination, to consist. 
of three competent men whose duty it shall be to hear and determine . 
the qualifications of school teachers; and all applicants’ of a good 
moral character that are considered competent, shall receive a certifi- 
cate to that effect signed by the board. | | 

SEC. 8. The trustees shall, out of the funds collected, see that a 
suitable building or buildings, with necessary appendages, are fur- 
nished, wherein a school or schools shall be taught, keep the same in 
repair and supply the fuel required. 

_ BEC. ፏ4. The trustees in each district shall visit, officially, each 

school in their respective districts, at least once during each term of 
sixty days; they shall annually, on or before the second Monday in 
October, take a census of the children between the ages of four and 
sixteen years, residing in their districts, and shall, within eight days 
thereafter, make a report to the County superintendent, stating the 
condition of the school or sehools under their supervision, and shall 
state particularly the items contained in the following ferm: 
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Sec. 5. 8 hereby made the duty of teachers of schools to fur- 
nish their respective County superintendent with a quarterly report of 
the schools under their charge, said report shall be in the following

according to form for Trustees reports, and also forms of said reports, 


together with forms of school teachers reports, as contemplated in this 


Act, and he shall cause to be printed such a number of blanks, after 
the forms described in this Act, as will be necessary for distribution 
to the trustees and teachers throughout the Ferritory. 


.. 880. 8. The Territorial and County superintendents are hereby - 
empowered to decide upon what text books shall be adopted in the 


schools, and the County superinténdents may regulate, in their respec- 
tive counties, the sehool terms, allowing such holidays and vacations 
as in their judgment shall be advisable, | 

Szc. 9, Hach county shall elect at the géneral annual election 
held on the first Monday in August of each year, a competent person 
to fill the office of County superintendent of common schools, who 
shall hold his office until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Sec. 10. Said Superintendent shall qualify by taking and subscri- 
bing an oath to faithfully perform the duties of his office. 

Sec. 11. The duties of the County superintendent shall be first— 
to-take the general: supervision of schools in his county; to visit, offi- 
cially, at least once in each year, the schools under his supervision 
and see that the school trustees are diligent in the discharge of their 
duties. Second—to superintend in the manner and to the extent te 
be prescribed by law, all business matters connected with Public 
school domain within bis jurisdiction. Third—to keep a correct ac- 
count with the County Treasurer and also with the trustees of school 
districts of all funds received or disbursed for school purposes. Fourth 


_—to audit all school accounts against the County Treasury, and deli- ' 


ver his warrant for the payment thereof. Fifth—to make an annual 
report to the Territorial Superintendent of common schools, on or be- 
foye the first Monday in November in each year, stating the particu- 
lars contained in the following form:
